DO NOT OPEN: 


This one I like a ton. Mostly because it gives me weird vibes, I 
don’t have any clue what the fuck was in that coffin, but this 
case was just enthralling to listen to. 


Tho I suppose that it is a good thing. Not to know what was 
inside it. Otherwise, I doubt we would've heard the tale, right ? I 
wonder how many got tricked into keeping the coffin. How 
many of them leaved to tell the tale. Probably not a lot, 
considering how perplexed John was at seeing the man still 
alive. 


Actually, the thing that intrigues me most about this one is 
John. He ain’t human, that’s a given. He disappeared when they 
came back to get the box, and I can only assume that he was 
locked inside the coffin himself. Against his will or not, now 
that’s a question I can’t answer to. Was he always the thing in 
the empty SG#HG2 Was there ever a thing, in the empty coffin ? 
He obviously is out and about every now and then to sacrifice 
more people to the coffin, so maybe he isn’t usually in it ? But 
because the keeper this time didn’t open the coffin, he was 
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there’s a stabbing involved. No clue. Oh, and that spiders are 
freaky, but I knew that already, tho I am scared to know how 
this will fit into the narrative. 


And eyes. Lots and lots of eye imagery. 


Until we actually get plot tho, I will think very fucking deeply 
about the supernatural instances happening here, and try to 
explain them, at the best of my (meagre) abilities.

Because they ARE supernatural, no matter what the seemingly 
skeptic archivist claims, otherwise we wouldn't hear them as 
they would've been recorded on Jonathan Sims’ computer 
without any shifty things that makes it impossible to 
understand, rigth ? So the supernatural is influencing 
technology. Or at least, NEW technology, as otherwise, the 
cassettes recorder wouldn't work and there'd be just as much 
interferences or whatever happened in the audio recording set 
in a computer.

THE ANGLERFISH : 


Brrr. Those things freaks me out enough in real life, I tell you. 
Good start, tho kind of easy to use something that is already 
scary in anttOF itself, Anyway. 


I AM CURIOUS PEOPLE. What is this thing ? What is its purpose 
? Why did it stop, did it get enough people ? Did it eat them, 
perhaps ? Does it use the corpses of the people it kidnaps to 
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sacrificed ? Maybe the thing inside the coffin possesses or eat 
the people that open his coffin ? 


All I know is that it is a cranky and very rude kind of oddity. At 
least the previous one asked people to come near. Have some 
respect, at least ask before forcing people to free you, you 
leaderprice siren of the rainy days. 


John’s name kind of makes me raise an eyebrow tho, 
considering that we're listening to a Jon, who is recounting the 
tale. I wonder if it was on purpose. It gotta be, right ? 
Foreshadowing ? Will Jonathan Sims, Head Archivist of the 
Magnus Institute also be locked into this coffin, somehow ? 
Unlikely, but. We're too early in the story to already be out of 
names after all, and I thus think that it was made on purpose. 


Who is Jonathan Sims anyway ? What did he do before getting 
this job ? What IS this job, even ? And he still worked for the 
institute before, right ? I dunno, that whole institute thing 
sounds shady as hell, actually, I just know there are corpses in 
the basement. I am curious about his coworkers, as I haven’t 
met any of them yet, tho we did hear a bit of complaining about 
Martin and Tim. 


More questions to the list, and not any answer in sight. I love it. 


ACROSS THE STREET : 


Definitely my favourite of the bunch, right there. The tension, 
the wrongness, knowing that something isn’t right but nobody 


believing yore GRuurgh. Love it. 


Also, the one with the most details to play with. 
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A monster following Graham, and taking his place in the 
memory of everyone, fooling the world. Somehow, that guy was 
even weirder than Not Graham. Always scribbling in his journals 
the exact same two words over and over again, and eating them 
too ?

Archivist. 


He doesn’t seem to have known 
his predecessor, considering how he mentions them so vaguely, 
so I doubt that he worked close to this part of the institute, 
right ? And considering his “done with everything” energy, I also 
doubt that this was his own choice to come here. 


Overall, those three episodes already left me with tons of things 
to ponder, and I cannot wait to be given more as time goes by 
and we get more and more involved with the world itself. 1 am 
enjoying every seconds of this journey thus far, and cannot wait 
to get to more !
